Joel Carlton first new officer hired 


Lacey’s fight for a new heart 


Little Lacey Kather¬ 
ine Miller, the daughter 
of two former Gallatin 
County High School 
students, is tied to a ma¬ 
chine that keeps her fail¬ 
ing heart beating. 

Doctors say Lacey, 
7, is the first Kentucky 
child to have a heart¬ 
pumping ventricular as¬ 
sist device implanted in 
her body. The machine, 
part of which the child 
carries in a backpack, 
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Lacey Katherine Miller 


helps her stay alive and 
get stronger as she waits 
for a heart transplant. 
Her family says the ma¬ 
chine allows her to be 
happier and that attitude 
has impressed everyone 
who has met her. 

Lacey is the daughter 
of David Shane Miller 
who lives on Old Boone 
Trail in Gallatin County 
and Jessica Harmon who 
now lives in Trimble 
County. Harmon took 
her daughter to the fam¬ 
ily’s doctor in Bedford 
in January and discov¬ 
ered the girl suffered 
from an enlarged heart 
and that her kidneys and 
liver weren’t working 
properly. 

She was then trans¬ 
ferred to Kosair Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital in Lou¬ 
isville where she was 
diagnosed with conges¬ 
tive heart failure and 


placed on a list for a heart 
transplant. The Ventricu¬ 
lar Assist Device (VAD) 
was implanted in her 
chest on Jan. 30, days 
after her heart stopped 
beating, and had to be 
restarted in the hospital’s 
intensive care unit. 

“She is such a won¬ 
derful and brave little 
girl,” said her grand¬ 
mother Donna Hearn of 
Glencoe. “She loves her 
doctors and nurses and 
they love her too. She’s 
so strong and a real 
fighter.” 

Dr. Joshua Sparks, 
the medical director of 
Kosair’s heart failure 
and transplant program 
said Lacey’s attitude is a 
good sign for her future. 

“It’s amazing watch¬ 
ing her come out of her 
shell as she has grown 
stronger,” said Sparks. 
“Considering what she 


has gone through, she’s 
taking it very much in 
stride.” 

Her grandmother said 
Lacey was too weak to 
be able to survive heart 
transplant surgery when 
she first entered the hos¬ 
pital. Lacey has lived at 
the hospital until recent¬ 
ly when doctors decided 
she was strong enough 
to go home. 

“Her doctors and 
the VAD have saved 
her life,” said Hearn. 
“She can now tolerate 
the transplant surgery 
and it could happen at 
any time. When this all 
started, we were told it 
would be six months be¬ 
fore she could get a new 
heart. She is one of three 
children in Kentucky 
waiting for new hearts 
and is now on top of the 
list.”

Mayor Nelson Brown 
informed Warsaw City 
Council, Monday night, 
the city will hire Joel 
Carlton as a new police 
officer. Councilman Ja¬ 
mie Gould was absent 
at the regular monthly 
meeting. 

“We want to get the 
police department back 
to where we were,” said 
Brown. “(Joel) will be a 
great asset to the WPD 
when he gets out of the 
police academy in 22 
weeks.” 

The police force has 
been understaffed with 
only two officers the 
past several years due to 
budget problems. Mayor 
Brown is eager to ex¬ 
pand the force to four 
officers as it was in the 
past. 

Carlton is a Gallatin 
County High School 
graduate and the city 
will pay for his training. 
Brown said: “We’ll start 
this process for another 
young man next month.” 

In other Warsaw 
Council business: 

•Council voted 5-1 
to raise the Kentucky 
Utilities franchise tax for 
Warsaw residents from 
the current 2.01 percent 
to 3 percent. That will 
raise fees by about $1 
on monthly bills. In ad¬ 
dition, KU will soon 
increase its electricity 
charges by about $9.50 
per month. 

Citizens pay the fran¬ 
chise tax on their KU 
bills and the company 
redirects the money to 


the city. The city will 
get $77,600 per year 
from the new tax, an in¬ 
crease from the current 
$54,000. 

Councilman Ethan 
Moore cast the only 
“no” vote on the higher 
franchise tax citing con¬ 
cerns about those living 
on fixed incomes. 

•Council unanimous¬ 
ly voted to establish 
franchise agreements 
with cable TV and tele¬ 
phone companies. If 
such agreements are 
ruled to be legal, the city 
could solicit bids from a 
variety of cable and tele¬ 


phone companies. 

•Council heard the 
first reading of the new 
city budget for the next 
fiscal year starting in 
July. The highest ex¬ 
penses for the city are 
salaries, health insur¬ 
ance, and retirement 
funding. 

City salaries will be 
$115,000 with health in¬ 
surance costing $35,000 
and retirement expenses 
$12,100. Police depart¬ 
ment salaries are sched¬ 
uled to be $136,000 with 
health insurance costing 
$59,000 and retirement

former Kentucky Su¬ 
preme Court Justice Will 
T. Scott. 

Recent allegations 
that Comer abused his 
ex-girlfriend in col¬ 
lege and helped her get 
an abortion have been 
strongly denied by the 
former state legislator. 

On the Democratic 
side, two-term state At¬ 
torney General Jack 
Conway is running

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The Washington Monument's 
interesting history 

It was a year ago this week that the iconic Wash¬ 
ington Monument reopened to the public after it was 
damaged by a 2011 earthquake. The Monument has 
been a magnet for historic occurrences, and here are 
some highlights. 

The Washington Monument officially was dedi¬ 
cated on February 21, 1885. In a speech written for 
that event by Robert Winthrop, who attended the 
groundbreaking ceremony in 1845, there was one 
memorable line: “An earthquake may shake its foun¬ 
dations ... but the character which it commemorates 
and illustrates is secure.” 

That’s not the only interesting fact or coincidence 
about the iconic monument. Here are other fascinat¬ 
ing facts about this American symbol. 

• James Madison had an early role in getting the 
monument project started. In 1833, the Washington 
National Monument Society, a private organiza¬ 
tion, came up with the idea for the tribute to the first 
President. Madison along with Supreme Court Chief 
Justice John Marshall started the society. 

• The first monument design featured a rotunda 
and a Roman-like George Washington. The ini¬ 
tial winning bid came from architect Robert Mills, 
whose designed a flat topped obelisk with a statue 
of Washington in a chariot, along with statues of 30 
Founding Fathers. The current obelisk design was 
proposed in 1876. 

• The Free Masons were involved in the corner¬ 
stone ceremony and they used Washington’s mason¬ 
ic symbols in the ceremony. At the 1848 ceremony 
were 20,000 people, and a container that held copies 
of the Constitution, the Declaration of Independence 
and other objects was buried in the cornerstone. 

• Abraham Lincoln was at the 1848 cornerstone 
ceremony. The eclectic guest list included three 
James Buchanan, Andrew Johnson, Dolley Madison 
and Alexander Hamilton’s widow, Betsey Hamilton, 
and the then-current President, James K. Polk. 

• Pope Pius IX donated a memorial stone of mar¬ 
ble, which infuriated the anti-Catholic Know Noth¬ 
ing Party. The Know Nothings got their revenge by 
rigging the leadership election for the Washington 
National Monument Society. Congress cut off mon¬ 
ument funding for 5 years until the Know Nothings 
left the group. 

• The Monument was the world’s tallest building 
when it was dedicated. The Washington Monument 
as dedicated stood at 555 feet 5 inches tall. The Co¬ 
logne Cathedral had been the world’s tallest man¬ 
made structure. The Eiffel Tower soon surpassed the 
Monument.

Emergency Room visits rise under Obamacare 


Considering the Obama ad¬ 
ministration’s failure to keep its 
promise—“if you like your plan, 
you can keep it,”—there should 
be little surprise that other claims 
about this health care program 
are bogus as well. 

For instance, President Obama 
and fellow supporters of the Af¬ 
fordable Care Act repeatedly as¬ 
serted that the strain on hospitals 
would be relieved as there would 
be fewer expensive emergency 
room visits. 

“What about parents whose 
kids have a chronic illness like 
asthma and have to keep on go¬ 
ing back to the emergency room 
because they don’t have a regular 
doctor, and the bills never stop 
coming?” Obama asked a crowd 
during a speech in Maryland. 

Kentucky Gov. Steve Beshear, 
Obama’s political soulmate in 
Frankfort, made similar claims 
during his State of the Common¬ 
wealth speech to a joint General 
Assembly session in January. 

Beshear claimed the success 
of the commonwealth’s version 
of Obamacare—known as the 
Kentucky Health Benefit Ex¬ 
change - “means that our friends 
and neighbors ... can be treated 
in an appropriate setting—not 
in an emergency room, the most 
expensive place to get care.” 

Yet, a new poll by the Ameri¬ 
can College of Emergency Phy¬ 
sicians indicates that emergency- 
room visits are rising. 

A whopping 75 percent of the 
2,099 physicians nationwide re¬ 
ported the number of emergency 
room patients has increased since 
Obamacare went into effect on 
Jan. 1, 2014—with 28 percent 
claiming the number of ER pa¬ 
tients had “increased greatly.” 

Ryan Stanton, an ER physi¬ 
cian at Baptist Health Lexington, 
told the Wall Street Journal that 
ER visits had gone up 20 percent 


during the first few months of 2015 
compared with 10 percent last year, 
when the law widely expanded 
coverage. 

Adam Ogle, director of emer¬ 
gency service at Baptist Health 
Paducah, told the Paducah Sun 
ER visits to his facility were up by 
more than 6 percent in 2014 over 
2013 and already have grown by 5 
percent this year, compared to the 
same period last year. 

Even as Obamacare was being 
shoved down Americans’ IV tubes, 
we hoped the previously uninsured 
who now had coverage would be 
able to seek conventional treat¬ 
ment, thus relieving the pressure on 
emergency rooms, to which a visit 
by a patient needing primary— 
rather than emergency—care costs 
$580 more per visit, according to a 
Robert Wood Johnson Foundation 
report in 2013. 

Dr. Stanton points to a huge in¬ 
crease in volume, which was bound 
to happen due to the fact that a ma¬ 
jority of the formerly uninsured 
who now are covered receive cov¬ 
erage through taxpayer-funded 
Medicaid rather than a private plan 
they pay for. 

Considering a shortage of pri¬ 
mary care physicians who would 


accept Medicaid patients existed 
before Obamacare, where did the 
geniuses who created this health¬ 
care boondoggle think the newly 
covered would go when they 
needed care that couldn’t wait foi 
months until a physician could see 
them at the office? 

To the ER, of course, which 
won’t turn them away. 

Obamacare supporters will try 
to dismiss this survey, claiming it’s 
anecdotal. 

Yet, it’s a realistic view ol 
what’s happening on the ground 
rather than the rosy rhetoric of¬ 
fered on the campaign trail. 

Plenty of rigorous data showed 
that expanding Medicaid increases 
the strain on emergency rooms. 

Since the Obama and Beshear 
administrations didn’t have a solu¬ 
tion for that problem, they chose tc 
simply ignore it and act like Ken¬ 
tucky and the nation has cured its 
crisis of uninsured citizens. 

They’re still failing to treat this 
condition. 

But if you leave an infection un¬ 
treated, won’t it only grow worse?

Doctors say Lacey’s 
long-term prognosis 
is good. Donor hearts 
function well for an av¬ 
erage of 15 to 18 years 
and then patients might 
get a second transplant, 
Dr. Sparks said. They 
must take anti-rejection 
drugs for the rest of their 
lives but otherwise face 
no restrictions. 

‘Til be glad when 
she is all better and can 
go home and live a nor¬ 
mal life,” said Hearn. 
“That’s what we all have 
been praying and wait¬ 
ing for.”

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Planting by 
the Signs

Since I’ll be away 
from my office next 
week, I’m giving you 
the information on plant¬ 
ing by the phases of the 
moon and signs of the 
zodiac through the end 
of the month. 

Don’t, however, 
hesitate to call, text or 
email me with ques¬ 
tions. Please use the 
pcase211 @gmail.com 
email address, however 
if you do email. 

Now, the rest of May 
— and it’s hard to be¬ 
lieve the year is going 
by so quickly! 

First, there are no 
cautions now other than 
the ongoing admonition 
against working the soil 
when it’s wet. Simply 
put: Don’t do it! 

Moon phases 
The moon is in the 
dark phase now and will 
remain there until the 
next full moon at 12:13 
a.m. May 18. Until then, 
if you’re following the 
moon, you should be 
planting only those veg¬ 
gies that produce be¬ 
neath the ground. 

Since all but 13 min¬ 
utes of the 18th will be 
under the rule of the 
light moon, you can 
begin planting above¬ 
ground producers then 
and continue until the 
next full moon at 12:19 
p.m. June 2. 

Zodiac signs 
A look at the signs re¬ 
veals what’s left of today 
is under the influence of 
the very fertile sign Pi¬ 
sces (the feet). With the 
moon in the dark phase, 
this is a great day for 


planting below-ground 
producers. 

All planting should 
cease Thursday and Fri¬ 
day when the sign moves 
to Aries (the head), one 
of the killing signs. Re¬ 
serve these days for 
weeding, cultivating, 
cleaning out fencerows 
— anything but plant¬ 
ing. 

I read a story many 
years ago about a man 
who drove a single nail 
into a tree when a kill¬ 
ing sign (Aries or Leo) 
was in force during May. 
According to the tale, 
it killed the tree dead! 
Now, I make no claim to 
the efficacy of that story, 
but that’s what it said. 

Following the Ar¬ 
ies days, the fertile sign 
Taurus (the neck) rules 
Saturday and Sunday, 
both still with the dark 
moon in force. 

Bean days 

Monday and Tuesday, 
with the moon moving to 
the light phase very ear¬ 
ly Monday, Gemini (the 
arms) comes to rule. 

Since all but 13 min¬ 
utes of these two days 
will be outstanding for 
planting beans, I suggest 
you do so if you can. 
Those who’ve planted 
beans in Gemini when 
the light moon is in 
force report outstand¬ 
ing results as I’ve had in 
my own gardens. If your 
ground is dry and if you 
love bush or pole beans, 
do not miss these days. 

Following the two 
Gemini days are a pair 
of Cancer (the breast) 
days, May 20-21, with 


the moon in the light 
phase. If you and your 
ground, pots, barrels ... 
whatever ... are ready, 
on these four days you 
can plant a whole lot of 
above-ground-producing 
garden without the slight¬ 
est concern for frost and/ 
or freezing weather. 

And, if you can, you’d 
best do it then because 
a lot of the rest of the 
month is sort of sketchy, 
as they say. 

Like the Aries at the 
end of this week, we’re 
going to hit a couple 
of Leo (the heart) days 
May 22-24 — and they 
couldn’t come at a worse 
time, falling on the 
weekend. These are kill¬ 
ing days, however, and I 
discourage any planting 
on killing days no matter 
what the sign or moon 
phase. 


The last week of May 
features our monthly se¬ 
ries of flowering signs, 
which is great — and 
our periodic series of 
Ember Days, which is 
not so great. 

Virgo (the bowels) 
rules May 25-26 and 
Libra (the reins) May 
27-29. These are bloom 
days and flowers planted 
when they are in force 
should bloom and do so 
abundantly. 

The week and the 
month then conclude 
with a pair of Scorpio 
(the secrets) days with 
the moon in the light 
phase, May 29-30. The 
sad thing is, they’re both 
Ember Days when no 
planting should occur. 

Ember Days 
As I write every time 
this sequence appears, 
Ember Days are super 
killing days and no one 
recommends planting 
on an Ember Day. Alas, 
this sequence falls in 
an otherwise very good 
planting week, landing 
on May 27, 30-31— a 
flowering day and two 
very fertile days. 

That last week of 
May is going to be 


something of a conflict¬ 
ing little sucker when we 
want to plant but really 
shouldn’t — at least not 
on Wednesday, Friday 
and Saturday. 

And then June comes 
and, as the song from 
Oklahoma intones it will 
be “...bustin’ our all 
over!” 

This and that 
•All cautions are off 
now — other than not 
working wet ground — 
so have at it. 

•Now through Sun¬ 
day is a great time to put 
on a roof with the moon 
in the dark phase. The 
shingle s, conventional 
wisdom has it, stick 
down better. 

•Then beginning 
Monday and until the 
full moon on June 2 is 
a great stretch to pour 
gravel or to set stones 


with the moon in the 
light phase. And when 
it comes to questions, 
“when to pour gravel” is 
an often asked one.

Dear Doctor Dirt, 

We have a couple of 
ash trees in our yard 
that appear to be leaf¬ 
ing out nicely. Do you 
think we have dodged 
the Emerald Ash Borer 
bullet?

Dear S.G., 

It generally takes a 
few years for the trees to 
show significant damage 
from the critters. If you 
see holes in the trunk or 
damage from woodpeck¬ 
ers going after the bor¬ 
ers, it’s safe to say that 
the trees are infected. 
But as a rule of thumb, if 
you have ash trees, and 
you want to keep them, 
it’d be a good idea to 
treat them with a good 
over the counter product 
or have them profession¬ 
ally treated. 

Dear Doctor Dirt, 

I’m a fairly new gar¬ 
dener, and Pm finally 
getting ready to put out 
my vegetable garden. 


I’ve been told that cu¬ 
cumbers can cross with 
watermelons, pump¬ 
kins, and squash; so 
do I need to plant these 
vegetables in opposite 
corners of the garden? 
Thanks.

Sparta 

Dear S.B., 

No, although this is 
a pretty common myth, 
cucumbers won’t cross 
pollinate with any of the 
vegetables you’ve men¬ 
tioned. And even if they 
could somehow cross, 
the result would not af¬ 
fect the actual vegetable 
produced. Instead, it 
would affect the seeds 
of the vegetable that was 
produced from the cross. 
This is how hybrids are 
made. 

For example, if you 
took the pollen from the 
flower of a red tomato 
and put it on the female 
part of a flower on a yel¬ 
low tomato, it would 
NOT change the color, 
flavor, or texture of that 
yellow tomato. But, the 
SEEDS from that yellow 
tomato produced from 
that particular flower 
could produce a tomato 
plant with bright orange 
tomatoes, or red and yel¬ 
low polka dot tomatoes, 
or maybe yellow toma¬ 
toes with big red smiley 
faces on them, or some 
such thing. Or, it may 
not do anything notice¬ 
able at all. Genetics are 
kind of a crap-shoot you 
know. Hope this helped.

Rain garden seminar 
to be held in Vevay 


Join the Switzerland 
County Historical So¬ 
ciety to learn how to 
install a rain garden 
and about the “hands- 
on” planting of native 
plants on Saturday, 
May 23rd at 10 am. 

A rain garden is be¬ 
ing established at the 
developing Agricul¬ 
ture Museum Center 
at 5147 Hwy 56, also 
known as the Thie- 
baud farmstead, lo¬ 
cated three miles west 
of Vevay. The program 
will be presented by the 
Dearborn County Soil 
& Water Conservation 
District, made possible 
by a grant from Clean 
Water Indiana. 

A rain garden takes 
advantage of rainwater 
and stormwater runoff 
in its design and plant 
selection. 

Often a small gar¬ 
den, it’s designed to 
withstand extremes of 
moisture and concen¬ 
trations of nutrients. 

Ideally they are sit¬ 
ed close to the source 
of the runoff and serve 
to slow the water as it 
travels downhill. This 
gives the stormwater 
more time to infiltrate 
and less opportunity to 
gain momentum and 


erosive power. 

On the surface, a 
rain garden looks like 
an attractive garden 
and may support habi¬ 
tat for birds and butter¬ 
flies. It can be formal 
in design or may be in¬ 
corporated into a larger 
garden as a border. 

What makes it a rain 
garden is how it gets 
its water and what hap¬ 
pens to that water once 
it arrives in the garden. 
Preliminary excavating 
and fill with appropri¬ 
ate materials will have 
been completed prior 
to the workshop. 

Join the histori¬ 
cal society in learn¬ 
ing how to use native 
plant selection, and 
see a presentation by 
Jennifer Hughes from 
Dearborn County Soil 
& Water Conservation 
District. Handouts will 
be available to guide 
you in establishing a 
rain garden of your 
own. 

The workshop is 
free but reservations 
are requested so mate¬ 
rials can be prepared.

Grow perfect tomatoes 


Nothing beats the fla¬ 
vor of fresh-from-the- 
garden tomatoes. Make 
this your biggest and 
tastiest tomato harvest 
yet with proper planting 
and care. 

Reduce pest problems 
and increase the harvest 
by growing your toma¬ 
toes in a sunny location 
with well-drained soil or 
in a quality potting mix 
for container gardens. 
Improve your garden 
soil by adding several 
inches of organic matter 
to the top eight to twelve 
inches of soil prior to 
planting. Compost, aged 
manure, and other or¬ 
ganic materials help im¬ 
prove drainage in heavy 
clay soil and increase the 
water holding ability of 
sandy soil. 

Add a slow release or¬ 
ganic nitrogen fertilizer 


along the stem. Carefully 
bend the stem, so the up¬ 
per leaves will be above 
the soil. Fill the trench 
with soil and water. 

Stake or tower your 
tomatoes to reduce in¬ 
sect and disease prob¬ 
lems and make harvest¬ 
ing easier. 

Determinate tomatoes 
(look for the D on the tag) 
grow a certain height and 
stop. They work well 
in towers, containers or 
even hanging baskets. 
Indeterminate tomatoes, 
labeled with an I, keep 
growing taller, produc¬ 
ing more flowers and 
fruit until the end of the 
growing season. These 
do best when grown on 
tall sturdy stakes or extra 
tall strong towers. 

Towering tomatoes is 
easy. Simply place the 
tower over the tomatoes

according to label direc¬ 
tions at planting. Slow 
release fertilizers pro¬ 
vide a constant diet that 
is better for your plants 
and less work for you. 
Save yourself more time 
by mixing the fertilizer 
into the soil when in¬ 
corporating the organic 
matter. Then give your 
plants a midseason boost 
as needed. 

Once the soil is pre¬ 
pared, wait for the air 
and soil to warm to plant 
your tomatoes. Planting 
too early when the soil is 
still cool and the nights 
are chilly can stress the 
plant and delay your har¬ 
vest. 

Plant your tomatoes 
slightly deeper or in a 
trench for better root¬ 
ing. Trench tomatoes by 
digging a shallow trench 
about 3 to 4 inches deep. 
Remove the lower leaves 
and lay the plant on its 
side in the hole. Roots 
will eventually form 


at planting. Tomatoes 
grown in towers produce 
a larger, but later har¬ 
vest than staked tomato 
plants. 

Allow a bit more time 
if you decide to stake 
your plants. Place the 
stake in the ground at 
planting. Be careful not 
to injure the roots. As 
the plants begin to grow 
prune off all side branch¬ 
es, suckers, that develop 
between the main stem 
and leaves. Loosely tie 
the remaining one or two 
stems to the stake. Cloth 
strips, twine or other soft 
ties work well. Keep ty¬ 
ing up the plants as they 
continue to grow. Staked 
tomatoes produce the 
earliest and smallest har¬ 
vest. 

Check new plantings 
every few days and wa¬ 
ter often enough to keep 
the developing root sys¬ 
tem moist. Reduce fre¬ 
quency as plants become 
established.
